Fewer Trimmings 


A special edition of the official Canada 
Gazette announces that the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board has been direct- 
ed to curtail and eliminate non-essential 
civilian occupations, in order that the full 
manpower of the country may be employ- 
ed in the war effort and other necessary 
services. The board gives notice that civ- 
ilian goods which can be done without must 
be expected to grow scarcer. Only sup- 
plies necessary to the health, efficiency and 
morale of the nation can be counted on, 

This is not news to provoke cheers, 
What it means is that the national stan- 
dard of living is to be stripped of trim- 
mings and people required to live on a 
plainer scale. This is not what anyone 
would choose, but war demands do not 
admit of compromise. There will be in- 
creased difficulties for merchants to face 
as they find it impossible to replace goods 
of some kinds which would be readily sale- 
able, And customers will have to get along 
without things they have thought neces- 
sary but which are in reality luxuries. 

Assurance is given that this policy will 
be carried out in a way to avoid discrimina- 
tion, between merchants, customers and 
areas. That in the circumstances is about 
all that can be looked for. Nothing matters 
now but victory.

Exit Petain 


In naming M. Laval supreme dictator 
of France, Marshal Petain has bowed him- 
self off the stage. He is no longer the 
edict-maker nor the administrator. These 
powers he has passed to Laval’s hands, He 
may, or he may not, still be allowed to 
wear the “fruitless crown” and bear the 
“barren sceptre” in his gripe; that will de- 
pend upon the mood of Hitler. For all real 
purposes Petain is through. He has served 
the Fuehrer’s ends, willingly or otherwise, 
even to abdicating in fact and effect, and 
can be thrown aside. Even his prestige, 
which was the only asset he has had, is in 
collapse, 

The swan song of the Marshal touched 
the low notes of abasement. He has, he 
said, appreciated ‘“‘the patriotism and fore- 
sight of Laval in all circumstances.” The 
same Laval whom he kicked out of his cab- 
inet as a traitor and a trickster, declared 
to be an untouchable, and only took back 
on demand of Hitler. 

The world is thus left to guess whether 
Petain is a dupe or a scoundrel, a victim 
of senility or a deliberate betrayer of his 
country. And to share in some measure 
the humiliation and anger of patrigic 
Frenchmen that such words should have 
come from a Marshal of France.

Three Weeks 


It is just two weeks since Allied forces 
started landing in Morocco and Algiers; 
three weeks since Montgomery's Kighth 
army opened the how” in the North 
African theatre by crashing through the 
lines at Alamein and sending the Afrika 
Korps scampering out of Egypt. 

The Afrika Korps is still on the run. 
Morocco and Algiers have been completely 
occupied, and the French forces therg have 
joined the Allies, under General Giraud. 
From Algeria an Allied army is closing in 
on the Nazis at Bizerte and Tunis, while 
armored divisions push across Tunisia to 
intercept Rommel’s fugitives. 

From other fronts the news has been 
also good. In the east the Russians have 
held everywhere, have counter-attacked at 
Stalingrad and Volkhoy, inflicting severe 
losses on the enemy, while in the Caucasus 
they have won a battle which relieves the 
threat to the Grozny oil fields. 

And from the Solomons came news of 
the smashing naval victory which wreck- 
ed the Japanese plans to recapture Guadal- 
canal and New Guinea and restore their 
lost mastery over the approaches to Aus- 
tralia, 

This three week period» has been the 
best yet from the Allied standpoint. The 
enemy will make terrific efforts to regain 
the initiative. But the trend of events 
strongly supports the hope that we have 
reached the turning point in the war and 
that,on all fronts the Axis will from this on 
have to fight on the defensive.

The New Highway 
Across Canada and the United States 


yesterday the thoughts of millions of peo- 
ple turned to a point on the boundary be 
tween the Yukon and Alaska, because 
there was taking place the ceremonial 
opening of the Alaska highway. Comple- 
tion of this undertaking would in any cir- 
cumstances call for an official function of 
more than ordinary scale, for the building 
of the road in itself was a feat. That the 
building was done in seven months puts it 
in the class of super-achievements.

Suggest something to totalitarians as to 
the happy way democratic peoples can get 
along together. It will certainly suggest to 
the over-run nations in Europe that the 
democratic way of life is something worth 
fighting for. 

The road has been built as a military 
road in wartime. But it could have been 
built, as a military road, if there had been 
no war, whenever our neighbors might 
think they needed this line of communi- 
cation through Canada for the security of 
their northern territory. It was in fact 
planned long before Pearl Harbor, and 
would in all probability have been built 
within a decade or so if that act of black 
treachery had not been perpetrated. 

For this highway is a symbol, as well 
as a utility. It is a sixteen hundred mile, 
twenty million dollar monument to the 
good neighborliness which has existed, 
does exist, and will continue to exist, be- 
tween the peoples of Canada and the Un- 
ited States. Our neighbors have built the 
road, because at the moment they need it 
most. But when the war is over Canada 
will maintain it, at no expense to them, 
but available to them at all times. 

Who can fail to understand that when 
in happier days the motorists of the two 
countries travel together and fraternize 
along this great, new highway into unex- 
plored territory, the contacts thus made 
will stimulate and strengthen the interna- 
tional good-will which made its construc- 
tion possible ?

See that the 
light switch in the bath room is far 
enough away from the tub so that 
no one can turn it on while they are 
in the water 

Fixtures in kitchen, bathrooms, 
and laundries should be porcelain 
or moulded composition. All exten- 
sion cords used in these rooms 
|should have waterproof coverings. 

Frayed or damaged cords are apt 
| to expose live wires that will cause 
jtrouble. They can be replaced at 
little cost. There is always danger 
when you screw andeelectric appli-+ 
ance into a lighting fixtures, especie 
jally appliances that require heat, 
| Light wiring is not heavy enough 
|to carry electricity enough to heat 
satisfactorily. Appliances should be 
{attached to outlets wired for that 
purpose.

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Non-Treaty Indians 


Editor, Bulletin: Again I am try- 
ing to bring before the notice of 
our legistiators and the public, the 
very urgent need for something of 
a definite and material nature being 
done to help the unfortunate Non- 
Treaty Salteaux (Chippewa) In- 
dians, who for many decades made 
their home in the vicinity of the 
Nordegg and Brazeau rivers; and 
used that territory between the 
Baptiste rivers for 
hunting and trapping as a means of 
livelihood during the winter months 
after they have returned to their 
winter quarters from where they 
have been in the Rocky Mountain 
House district helping farmers with 
their harvesting operations 

I have known most of these Non 
Treaty Salteaux Indians since they 
were children, and I have unstint- 
ingly given my time helping them 
to be se.f-supporting and an asset 
to Alberta, They are the remnants 
of a proud and haughty race of 
Red Men who wish our government 
to leave them sufficient crown 
lands for their exclusive use in the 
vicinity of where they have for so 
many decades made their home 
near to the Nordegg and Brazeau 
rivers, so that they can be self-sup 
porting and away from the prying 
eyes of those who crowded them 
from the good farming districts to 


| that land of muskegs and jackpine 
|ridges at the foot of the Rocky 
| Mountains; that territory between 
| the Pembina and the Baptiste rivers 
| which they hunted and trapped on 
| for so many years 
1 at now overrun by white 
| hunters and trappers and is being 
| divided up by the game department 
| into registered trap lines, while the 
|Non-Treaty Salteaux Indians won- 
| der if this foothills area which they 
| were crowded back to many years 
| ago, is also to be denied them. And 
[they are wondering just what is 
going to happen to them, for in 
their mind’s eye they can see noth- 
ing in the future for them and their 
children, but a scene of black deso- 
lation, And ask if it is the wish of 
our legislators of today, to ignore 
those promises made to their fath- 
ers at Gleichen in 1875 by the ree 
presentatives of the late Queen Vic- 
toria 

Ten years ago seventeen families 
of this band of Indians movéd from 
their hores in the vicinity of the 
Nordegg river because they were 
crowded out by white hunters and 
trappers. They took up their resi- 
dence at Marlboro, and when 
crowded out from that district they 
tr-velled to Whitecourt where they 
now reside under the leadership of 
their chief John O’Chiese. The ree 
mander of their band still make 
their home in the vicinity of the 
Nordegg and Brazeau rivers, are

“He is believed to have said that 
Hitler’s assumption of the su- 
preme command spells disaster 
to the war machine built up by 
the devotion of the great general 
staff,” the writer added. “Hitler's 
economic policy also has been 
severely criticized by Von Thoma. 
This agrees with recent reports 
from neutral sources. 

“And the main tenor of 
Thoma’s remarks is that ‘Hitler has 
ruined the Reichswehr’.” 

It is expected Von Thoma will be 
sent to Canada.

The Editor has invited me to use this space 
for a “farewell” personal word prior to my 
departure for Eastern Canoda. | accept his 
courteous suggestion as a distinct privilege 


HAVE LIVED in Alberta for twelve years—four years 
as a public school teacher, four years as minister of 
an Edmonton church, and four years as Field Secre- 


tary for the Baptist Union of Western Canada. My 
first years, beginning with 1921, were marked by an 
* inflationary period, inaccurately called prosperity. My next 


three-year period, beginning with 1933, were in the very 
trough of the depression, My last four-year period has 
included the present global war, Through these years of 
change and crisis 1 have witnessed the amazing resiliency 
of Western people. These “next-year’ people are un- 
conquerable in spirit. They live for the future and make 
the best of the present. Life is at its best on those terms 
The uncertainty and transiency of material security has 
made thinkers of the people of the West. They are critical 
and analytical, and utterly unbound by precedent. They 
have become creative and revolutionary—they shall remain 
so, Major social experiments have naturally found root in 
the West, and for years to come these great plains of ours 
shall be the social laboratory of Canada" Our realism and 
our vibrant democracy shall never be friendly, to selfish 
individualism in business or government, to stupid class 
consciousness, or to sleek vested interests. The second 
generation of a great host of our people are enjoying a 
freedom unknown to their parents in feudal Europe 
These new Canadians may seem “drunk with new wine” 
but, at least they value their liberties too highly to sur 
render them easily. This will guarantee some form of 
socialism without totalitarianism for the years to come 


Speaking now as a Christian worker I hope for vital 
religious movements in Western Canada in the future, 
There should be some pioneering in the field of inter- 
denominational co-operation as the churches seek to serve 
reat new home mission areas now in the making.

Several proposals are being 
studied as possible solutions to 
the labor shortages in Alberta and 
British Columbia mines—among 
them using miners now in the 
armed forces—but no decision is | 
expected until early next week. 

At a press conference Thursday | 
| Mr. Mitchell said he thought pres- 
;ent manpower needs could be met 
| by voluntary means and that cau- 
tion should be used in approaching 
|any compulsory program so as to | 
}ensure protection for the right of 
working people, 

In line with this policy, it 1s 
expected the first step toward 
meeting shortages in the coal min- 
jing industry will be the voluntary 
transfer of workers in other in- 
dustries, possibly those in less es- 
sential mines.
